DISMANTLING 

Panel removal. Remove cabinet back by 
taking out two screws at the top and 


pulling centre flap. This will permit access 
to the battery and to the component side ot 
the printed panel. Pull off the two control 
knobs. Remove two hexagon nuts and a 
cross-point head screw (marked A in layout 
diagram) securing the panel to the cabinet. 

Unsolder leads to the external aerial 
socket. Unplug the two speaker leads from 
tags on the printed circuit panel. The 
complete chassis assembly may now be 
removed from the cabinet, easing the push¬ 
buttons through their aperture. 

To reassemble, reverse the above 
procedure. When replacing the back, first 
insert the metal locating strips in the slots 
at the bottom of the cabinet.
